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Fear Epidemic 
As Winter Nears 


WASHINGTON. — Total war has 
cumped one of history’s biggest 
problems on the doorstep of civiliza- 
tion. 


lem of what is to 
become of Europe’s gigantic army 
of civilian refugees—more_ than 
three-quarters of them women and 
children—who have been made 
homeless and penniless by war. 

The enormity of the problem is 
fust beginning to be realized, even 
here in Washington, which receives 
the first confidential reports of each 
new mass evacuation. 

Famine is the first threat. Not 
just a shortage of food for a few, 
but grim, actual starvation for lit- 
erally millions. 

Next, and equally grim, comes the 
menace of widespread pestilence. 
Undernourished, weary, ill-clad, the 
wandering horde of the homeless 
“may any day fall prey to scme such 
epidemic as the influenza that took 
countless lives in the World war. 

Millicns Homeless. 

Never in world history, it is 
agreed, has there been such a huge 
number of refugees wandering 
homeless—living on the fringe of 
famine even now, and facing worse 
privation ahead. 

The refugee army numbered 19,- 
60,000 before Paris was  surren- 
dered. It has grown in size every 
‘day since. Only the inroads of dis- 
ease and famine can keep it from 
being doubled, it appears now, be- 


* fore the cannons cease. 


* Volunteer humanitarian agencies 
—notably the Red Cross and the 
Society of Friends—are making 
heroic efforts to feed and shelter 
the myriad war victims. But their 
officials admit that in the present 
situation, no volunteer agencies can 
possibly do enough. They can, and 
are, saving countless lives every 
day, but they cannot hope to save 
them all. 

The swift passage of summer 
brings another problem nearer—how 
the refugees are to be sheltered 
against Europe’s bitter winter. 

Then, too, there is the fact that 


the war has drained all Europe's [ 


food resources. Men at war cannot 
ull farms. And it takes an immense 
amount of food to keep huge armies 
in the field. 

Worse Than Last War. 

The situation is not comparable to 
the refugee problem created by the 
World war. Then the tide of inva- 
sion moved slowly and it was pos- 
sible to provide for one group of 
refugees before another group was 
made homeless. 

This time, a major refugee prob- 
Jem existed before the war started. 
Then came the Polish invasion, add- 
ing 1,500,000 to the total. Then the 
Russian invasion of Finland added 
another half-million. Then the blitz- 
krieg into Denmark, Norway, Hol- 
land, Belgium, France—all within a 
matter of days and weeks—all so 
swiftly that the refugees were hard 
put to keep ahead of the tide of 
advancing death. 

In their fight against threatening 
pestilence, relief workers have used 
rnillions of phials and ampules of 
serum and vaccine. Millions more 
are needed. Wherever possibile, ref- 
ugees have bcen immunized against 
typhoid, typhus and tetanus. 

But the specter of typhus comes 
‘ever Closer, especially in France, as 
living conditions plummet under tho 
pressure of greater reifu: 
hordes. Carriers of this dreac

Its Original Constitution 

COLUMBIA, S. C.—The original 
South Carolina constitution, believed 
to be the first state constitution 
adopted in this country, has been 
rediscovered. 

The valuable document, which 
was adopted at ‘‘a congress begun 
and holden at Charles Town Novem- | 
ber 1, 1775, and continuing by divers | 
adjournment to Tuesday, twenty- | 
sixth day of March, 1776,’’ was found 
in a statehouse storeroom where it 
lay unnoticed many years. 

An appropriation to provide a suit- 
able cabinet for the paper was made 
immediately by the general assem- 
bly, and it will be placed in the 
historical commission archives.

CHICAGO. — Speed, a dominant 
factor im modern warfare, will be 
emphasized next August when the 
Second army sends 65,000 regular 
troops and National Guardsmen into 
central Wisconsin for the biggest 
war maneuvers held in the Midwest 
since 1918. 

The troops will be equipped with 
4,500 motor units and the war games 
will give thorough training in swift 
movements of troops and supplies. 

Lieut.-Gen. Stanley H. Ford, com- 
mander, indicated the type of train- 
ing that will be given the soldiers 
in his first training directive, which 
said ‘‘the maneuvers will provide 
mobilization training, movement of 
troops to and from the concentra- 
tion area, tactical operations and 
the organization and function of the 
various supply services in the Sec- 
ond Army.’’ 

The directive added that the 
treops will be given training in de- 
fense against mechanized attack 


rear lines. 


This emphasis on speed and rear 
line defense is an indication of the 
lessons the American army is learn- 
ing from Europe’s present war, in 
which Adolf Hitler’s fast-moving 
German troops have demonstrated 
the effectiveness of encircling move- 
ments.

“By every factor which determ- 
ines highway design”, Brunnier 
said, ‘the Bayshore Highway must 
be made a divided highway, with 
a center construction which will 
physially divide the roadway and 
assure omplete separation of the 
opposing traffic streams. 

“When the first units of the Bay 
shore Highway were undertaken, 
and even up to the time of its com 
pletion a few years ago, engin- 
eergs were somewhat at variance 
in their opinion of the effective- 


ularly when taking into account 
the heavy additional cost of such 
construction. 

“Since that time, however, the 
life-saving value of divided high- 
ways has become so definitely es- 
tablished that the element of cost 
can no longer be made a control- 
ling factor. Motorists pay for the 
highways and are entitled to tne 
utmost safety that modern high- 
way design can provide.”

Lightning Plays a Game 
Of ‘Follow the Leader’ 


SWAMPSCOTT, MASS.--A flash of 
lightning resembles a swift game 
of ‘‘follow the leader,’ G. D. Mc- 
Cann, an engineer of the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing 
company, said. 

Reporting that his company had 
undertaken research designed to 
protect electric power lines against 
lightning’s damaging effects, Mc- 
Cann told the summer convention of 
the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers that investigators had 
used a fast camera to get data on 
how lightning operates. 

He said a weak, almost invisible 
preliminary stroke, known as a lead- 
er or pilot, picks its way haltingly 
through the air at the “relatively 
slow speed of 100 miles per second.” 
When the path to earth has thus 
been broken, he added, a full-fledged 
powerful stroke comes charging 
along the same route at nearly 20,- 
000 miles per second. On its heels 
comes another, and perhaps anoth- 
er, at the same speed—the entire
